REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious said at 
least one protective coating layer having a modulus of elasticity value between 5 MPa and 600 
MPa over the range between -40°C and +60°C in combination with the rest of claim 53 for the 
reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks section filed 1 1/6/09, and any modification to prior 
art to ensure that the elasticity value stays between 5MPa and 600 MPa over the entire 
temperature range would have clearly required undue experimentation to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. 

It is noted that the claim 53 is allowable because the unique combination of each and 
every specific element stated in the claim. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious a 
radiation curable composition comprising: (a) from 50% by weight to 95% by weight with 
respect to the total weight of said radiation curable composition, of at least one ethylenically 
unsaturated polyurethane having a glass transition temperature (Tg) between -40°C and -100°C; 
and (b) from 5% by weight to 50% by weight with respect to the total weight of said radiation 
curable composition, of at least one poly functional reactive diluent monomer as stated in claim 
94 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks section filed 1 1/6/09. 

It is noted that the claim 94 is allowable because the unique combination of each and 
every specific element stated in the claim. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious a 
method for controlling the attenuation losses caused by microbending on the signal transmitted 
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by an optical fiber comprising an internal glass portion, which comprises providing at least one 
protective coating layer disposed to surround said glass portion, wherein said at least one 
protective coating layer has a modulus of elasticity value between 5 MPa and 600 MPa over the 
range between -40°C and +60°C as stated in claim 106 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the 
Remarks section filed 1 1/6/09. 

It is noted that the claim 106 is allowable because the unique combination of each and 
every specific element stated in the claim.
